This practice..we bold 
to be altogether indefensible, anless in an ex- 
treme emergency, which is not likely to occur 
very often. We would protest against the adop- 
tion of so dangerous a principle, and respectfully 
warn the Government that a greater mistake 
could hardly be committed. No matter at how 
reasonable a price work may be done by private 
contract it is always open'to suspicion and ob- 
jection, arid there will be found those who will 
not hesitate to affirm that they would have an- 
dertaken it for much less. Let all Government 
contracts be thrown open toa whilesome pub- 
lic competition, and-even if no direct saving in 
money should be thé result, all ground for sus- 
picion and objection will at least be removed. 
The third and last objection to which we would 
now allude is « persisting in refusing to divide 
Jarge road. contracts into sections 80 as to place 
them within the reach of smaller contractors. 
Hitherto the roads of this colony have been given 
out in such large contracts as virtaully to shut 
out competition, throwing the whole thing into 
the hands of one or two contractors ; and the 
resnlt is that in some instances the clear profits 
have ranged ag high as one hundred per cent. 
upon the job! We did hope that with 1865 
wonld have been inaugurated a different policy 
in this respect. It was, therefore, with consid- 
erable disappointment and regret thit we obser- 
ved, on looking over the specifications for the 
road from Alexandria to Quesnelmoath, and for 
which tenders are now being received, that the 
whole road of 35 miles is to, be given aut in one 
lump—that the contractor who is not in @ posi- 
tion to undertake the whole can have none! 
Now, there are many men in this colony who, 
were that road offered in two, three or four sec- 
tions, would compete for.one or more! of these 
sections, but who might not hate sufficient capi. 
tal or cretlit to justify them in taking the whole ; 
and by thos oatting off all such, mach competi. 
tion is lost, and doobtless a much higher price 
will be paid for the work. The Acting Chief

This medsure, which is at present occupying 
the attention of the House, appears to us to be a 
decided improvement upon all previous legisla- 
tion of the kind,in this colony. Its pravisions 
are few and comperatively simple. First, the 
sale.of surveyed lands by public anction is pro. | 
vided for, at 4s. 2d. per acre, one-half payable at | 
sale and the balance in two years. Lands offer- 
ed at anction and unsold are open to private par- | 
chase. The usual provisions are made for right 
of way, &., and guld and silver are reserved to 
the Crown. The second part of the Bill contains 
the following provisions :— 

“Aliens who have not taken the oath of alle- 
giance may not preempt but may purchase any 
pre-empted or other Innds lawfully open to sale. 
Provided that it shall be lawfal for the Governor, 
by any: writing under his hand, to confirm aliens 
at present in possession of lands which are either 
pre-empted or purchased by them and for which 
they hold the necessary certificate of improve- 
ment.’ 

This is os it should be. There are quite a nunr 
ber of instances to which we coukl point in which 
foreigners have settled upon and improved lands. 
Such cases ought to be liberally dealt with, and 
their igterests are safe in the hands of the Gov- 
ernor, who is, we believe, disposed to meet the 
claims of foreigners settling in the country in the 
most liberal manner. Next comes the provision 
for acquiring unsurveyed country lands by means 
of pre-emption, And here we observe consider- 
able-improvement upon former enactments. The 
modus operandi with respect to locating, register- 
ing, haulding, deciding disputes, acquiring a title,

therefor, within fifteen days of the passing of 
this Ordinance ; but notwithstanding such dis- 
charge, every such person shall be subject to be 
artested again, as. hereinafter provided.” The 
Bill also makes provision for the arrest of debt- 
ors about ta abscond, and for. the admission: of 
such to bail upon furnishing proper security.
